Thus because some have been so humanly foolish toort,so vie must not 
be more foolish and cast aside the import of the revelations given to 
them,but xvith sensible reasoning evaluate the message and remember the 
messenger is but a servant and this prone to human failings. • 

It may bo said,then why do the space folk pick such a type, who arc 
we to to.ll them who to select? remember the greatest' prophet of all 
picked very human living men and eventually moulded from them a team of 
messengers xvho shook the world and whose message still holds sway.

said*' In " La Ranzon " , 23rd August \¥as an article on the fall of a 
meteorite in Los Corrales, Parana, which occurred two days before 
Juan Jose Murra wont to investigate and Pro. Raul C. Borruat who has 
recorded the clrc\anstancos of the fall writes-— " On the 2Ist Aug. 
at about S.I5 p/m/ . ho Isionod to a noise like a train passing, 
travelling from SE to NE. leaving a trail of smoke. It feel with 
a great noise leaving behind it traces of an irregular metallic suh 
stance. *' 

” This description fits the fall of a meteorite. These lum¬ 
inous manifestations and sounds are caused by the high speed at which 
these bodies travel through the air. , several miles per second. 

This great speed gives it a conical appearance and this then 
is the explanat on of the sightings in Los Corrales. '* 

The chemical analysis made by Pelllzarl the engineer and Eelmundo 
Collolo of 'tlic Uxiivcrsity rvoaled an unusual composition for such 
motcorltos , having a prcdom.lnaco. of aluminium accompanied by other 
m.etals and ,agnosium siIr,cate , a composition of artificial alloys 
such as is used in aeronautical engineering. 

Enquiries made by Prof/ Borrlat disclosed that no aircraft 
v; re in the air over that vicinity , it would be logical to assume 
that the object v/as an experimental machrno.
